The 
book proves that there was a conspiracy not to investigate the crime itself, with documents. 
It also malces a prima facie case, again with new evidence, of a military conspiracy. I think 
a fairly solid case, separate rom the shooting • 

Several days ago Wrone sent me a 110-page LBJ library oral history with Kenny O' Donnell. 
He is one of the Kennedy people vlio stayed on with LBJ. To the best of my knowledge no real 
use lias ever been made of that oral history, a fascinating one for historians and political 
scientists because even LBJ used him in decision-making. Sp he liad much personal knowledge. 

He was always against involvement in Viet Nam. In the course of the questioning he got 
into Johnson and Viet Nam in terms of Jolinson's campaign against Goldwater. He there says 
that the military kept Jolmson uninformed by "fibs" and saw to it that he never knew the 
truth, ^e then says tliat the Tonkin Gulf incident, his singular, was arranged to make what 
lolinson did inevitable. It created a political situation in which he had no alternative. 

He also says tliat Johnson was strongly opposed to our involvement (Yes , I remember tliat 
Diem=Geo. Washington bit), tliat” is he is absolutely certain without tliat contrived political

situation Jolmson would have had us out of there, even, virtually his exact words -Fullbright
